Parking Garages 
Reopening April 20 


The MBTA announced Tuesday that the parking garages 
at Braintree and Quincy Adams Stations will reopen to cus- 
tomers on Tuesday, April 20. Both garages have been closed 
since Oct. 5, 2020, to enable accelerated infrastructure work 
to take place while ridership was reduced during the pan- 
demic. 

Beginning April 20, the Quincy Adams Garage facility 
will have 500 available parking spaces and the Braintree 
Garage will have 350 available parking spaces. The Quincy 
Adams Garage drop-off and pick-up location will remain at 
its location within Level 1B with the Braintree Garage drop- 
off and pick-up area moved back to its original location at 
Level 2A. The garages will be PayByPhone / pay-by-plate 
with no need to pay to exit. More information on how to pay 
for parking is available at mbta.com/parking. 

The two satellite lots at Quincy Adams (635 parking 
spaces) and two satellite lots at Braintree (315 parking spac- 
es) will also continue to be available. 

Upon re-opening, infrastructure improvement work 
will continue to take place at each facility with a total of 
300 parking spaces reserved for construction work zones 
between the two garages. If parking demand increases, the 
MBTA will accommodate by opening as many spaces as 
necessary to meet demand.

When complete, the completely rehabilitated garages at 
Braintree and Quincy Adams will both be brought into a 
State of Good Repair with improved customer experiences 
that include better parking amenities, wider and more acces- 
sible parking spaces, and safer pedestrian routes to and from 
the stations available to riders. 

The Braintree Garage will also feature a new lobby with 
a new elevator among other upgrades, and the Quincy Ad- 
ams Garage will feature new bicycle storage, the installa- 
tion of a new pedestrian bridge, and more. With a budget 
of $64.3 million, the project is expected to be complete in 
June 2022.

A few weeks ago, while 
getting food in Boston’s 
Chinatown, Mann said a 
man hurled expletives at 
her. After the attack, she 
said a passerby came up to 
her and told her he had her 
back. 

“What a difference it 
made for me to hear those 
words, that I wasn’t alone 
this time,” Mann said. 

She pointed to the racial 
tensions in the country and 
asked that people stand up 
when a situation arises. 

“Let’s protect one anoth- 
er and socially disarm these 
people when we notice a 
situation,” said Mann. “By- 
standers, if you see some- 
thing, say something. If you

Petition: Quincy Needs A Department 
Of Social Justice And Equity — 


We, the undersigned, support the creation of a Depart- 
ment of Social Justice and Equity in Quincy. The depart- 
ment, proposed by three city councilors in November and 
supported by eight out of nine councilors at a vote in Janu- 
ary, would consist of a director who would “work to create 
equity and inclusion among all populations in Quincy,” ac- 
cording to the department’s proposal. 

Mayor Koch, who would need to provide funding for the 
department, has assembled a commission to study whether 
the department is in fact needed. In February, he told The 
Quincy Sun he didn’t think it was: “Show me specifically 
where the issue is.” 

Sadly, examples of inequity and injustice in Quincy 
abound: 

¢ People report experiencing racism, sexism, homopho- 
bia, and religious intolerance in Quincy. 

O In January, more than 100 people attempted to log in 
to a public hearing about the proposed social justice depart- 
ment. Nearly three dozen residents spoke in favor of the de- 
partment, describing acts of bigotry that they or their loved 
ones experienced in Quincy, sometimes by city employees. 
People of color and White folks alike were traumatized by 
these experiences, with one supporter of the department 
arguing that equity is not a special-interest issue: “Justice 
benefits all of us.” 

O Since last year, students and alumni of Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools have created more than 160 social media posts 
describing harassment due to the color of their skin, their 
religion or their sexual orientation. Students reported hear- 
ing the n-word, “ching chong ding dong,” and “spic” from 
fellow students and being told to speak English or “go back 
to their own country” by staff. 

¢ People broadcast racist ideas in the city. 

O In response to social media accounts highlighting the 
experiences of students of color, a racist account centered 
on White students was created that blames Black people for 
violent crime and mocks Indigenous people for “losing.” 

O A three-foot swastika was painted on Beechwood 
Knoll Elementary School in 2019 and a swastika and the n- 
word were discovered etched into equipment at Stony Brae 
Playground in 2020. 

O The White supremacist group Patriot Front posted 
photos on social media showing that they put stickers or 
spray-painted messages around Quincy on at least half a 
dozen dates in the past year. 

O A flyer from a different White supremacist group was 
found at Wollaston Beach in late February. 

* Inequities exist in city departments. 

O In the city’s public schools, 56% of Quincy students 
are non-White, while only 5% of teachers are. QPS staff is 
less diverse than the state, where on average 11% of school 


staff are people of color, and the country, where that figure is 
20%. In fact, Quincy’s school staff is less diverse than every 
other city of a similar size in Massachusetts. 

O The makeup of the police force is similarly non-repre- 
sentative. Police data from August 2020 shows that: 

- White people make up 61% of the general population 
but 96% of the police force. 

- Asian Americans account for 31% of the population but 
only 3% of the police force. 

- Black people represent 5% of the population but 1% of 
the police force. 

- Hispanic residents make up 3% of the population but 
0.4% of the police force. 

- Women make up 51% of the population but only 10% 
of the police force. 

* Inequitfes exist in how the city interacts with residents. 

O Despite making up only 5% of the population, Black 
people accounted for 26% of all arrests in Quincy in 2019. 

O In Quincy’s schools, where Black students make up 
just 7% of the student population, they accounted for 20% 
of all disciplinary incidents in the 2019-2020 school year, 
representing the largest group of students suspended. 

O Participation in advanced coursework is also unrep- 
resentative. 

- In the 2019-2020 school year, 48% of White students 
in grades 11 and 12 completed advanced courses, while that 
figure was only 32% and 29% for Black and Hispanic stu- 
dents, respectively. 

- This year, an estimated 23% of White fifth graders par- 
ticipated in the advanced placement program, while only 
12% of Hispanic peers and 6% of Black classmates did. 

- This year, an estimated 11% of White middle school 
students participated in the advanced placement program, 
while those figures were 3% for Hispanic students and 0.7% 
(a single person) for Black students. 

* Quincy has a long history of structural racism connect- 
ed with housing.’ 

O White flight from Boston in the civil-rights era 
brought many Whites to suburbs, including Quincy, that had 
already established themselves as hostile to Black people 
through the restrictive mortgage practice known as redlin- 
ing. Quincy is also one of 17 likely “sundown” towns in 
Massachusetts, places where Black people were not allowed 
to stay after dark. 

O Today, that history can be seen in the stark difference 
between the Black population of Quincy (5%) and neigh- 
boring Dorchester (45%). 

O Most Quincy ‘neighborhoods. are environmental jus- 
tice (EJ) communities, areas that have any of the following 
characteristics: low income, a high percentage of people of

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City Looking Into 
Punch Card Voting 


The future of voting in Quincy may be by punch card if 
City Clerk John M. Gillis has his way. 

The punch card voting machines that were being demon- 
strated, said Gillis, could cost the city as little a $75,000 or 
as much as $150,000 and trim as much as six hours off the 
time needed to count ballots. 

“Tt is about time,” said Gillis, who was up until 4 a.m.

27 years I'd like to see some improvements in voting pro- 
cedures.” 

Brian Crawley, vice-president of Electronic Voting Ma- 
chines, Inc. of Newton, said the voting unit of the machine 
costs $150 each, and the unit with a stand and light cost 
$300 each.

Shrimp With Polenta And Peppers

One of my favorite seafoods is shrimp, 
cooked anyway at all. Today’s recipe is for 
a favorite shrimp over creamy polenta and 
peppers.

2 teaspoons of season salt, mixed with 
black pepper 

3 slices of bacon, cut in half 

% green bell pepper, chopped 

% red bell pepper, chopped 

1 small onion, chopped 

% teaspoon garlic powder 

1 clove of garlic, minced 

% cup flour 

2 cups of water 

2 tablespoons low-sodium soy sauce 

1/3 cup sherry wine 


Olive oil 


Sprinkle the shrimp with season salt, 
garlic powder and black pepper. 

Set aside in a bowl and dust with a little 
bit of flour, mixing it well. 

Place the bacon in a large skillet and 
cook until browned. Retain bacon and 
drippings in the skillet. 

Add the green and red peppers, onion 
and minced garlic to the skillet that has the 
bacon and drippings. 

Add the shrimp which has been dusted 
with the flour, cook for 3 or 4 minutes until 
the vegetables are tender and shrimp have 
turned slightly pink. 

Mix the flour and water together and 
pour the mixture into the skillet. 

Add soy sauce and sherry and stir until 
the liquid slightly thickens and the shrimp 
becomes opaque and bright pink. 

Cook polenta according to directions. 

When the polenta is done add % cup par- 
mesan cheese, 2 tablespoons of cheese, % 
cup whole milk and salt and pepper to taste, 
mix well. 

Serve the hot shrimp mixture over the 
polenta.

8 slices of cheese (any kind you like) 

8 pieces of ham (any type you prefer) 


In shallow dish or bowl, combine the 
eggs and in a second shallow dish or bowl, 
combine the panko breadcrumbs with salt, 
pepper and parmesan cheese. 

One thigh at a time, dredge into the egg 
mixture and then in the panko mixture. 

Once the thigh is breaded, lay flat and 
layer cheese and ham and then wrap and lay 
thigh rolled on baking tray or pan. 

Repeat breading process with the rest of 
the thighs and continue to stuff each with 
cheese and ham. 

Place into the oven and bake until the 
thighs are golden brown and the chicken is 
completely cooked through, about 45 min- 
utes.

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RMV Grace Period For Certain Expired 


Inspection Stickers Extended End Of May 


¢ Vehicle Owners With Expired March 2021 And April 2021 
Inspections Stickers Have Through May 31 To Obtain Inspections 

¢ Law enforcement Aware Of These Instances Of Expired Stickers 
Due To Applus’ Vendor Outage ¢ Additional Time Will Be 

Granted For Failed Motor Vehicle Inspection And Retests 


Due to the nationwide system outage of motor vehicle 
inspection services by its vendor Applus Technologies (Ap- 
plus) impacting inspection stations and motor vehicle own- 
ers, the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles (RMV) is 
extending a grace period for specific motor vehicle inspec- 
tion requirements. 

The requirements are outlined below and include an 
extension which now allows vehicle owners with expired 
March 2021 and April 2021 inspections stickers to have 
through May 31, 2021 to obtain inspections. The RMV 
is working in close partnership with the Executive Office 
of Public Safety and Security (EOPSS), the Massachusetts 
Chiefs of Police Association (MCOPA), the Massachusetts 
State Police (MSP) and other stakeholders to mitigate the 
impacts of the outage. 

The RMV is allowing a grace period for certain expired 
motor vehicle inspections. The RMV has advised law en- 
forcement that compliance with the safety/emissions in- 
spection requirement has not been possible since March 30, 
in light of the outage caused by the malware attack against 
Applus.

day, March 23, 2021, should be granted until April 30, 2021, 
to obtain an inspection. Newly purchased vehicles must 
typically be inspected within seven (7) days of registration. 

* Customers who recently had an inspection rejection and 
are in the 60-day free retest window will be afforded one 
extra day for each day Applus’s system remains unavailable 
but should plan to facilitate their inspection as soon as pos- 
sible once the system is restored and stations are online. 

Applus Technologies, a vendor that facilitates vehicle 
inspections in MA and several other states, experienced a 
cyber-attack in several states on March 30, preventing the 
RMV’s vehicle inspection stations from conducting vehicle 
inspections statewide. The RMY will hold the vendor ac- 
countable for this disruption and is working with Applus to 
restore services as soon as possible. Applus has indicated 
that their systems will be operating by Saturday, April 17th 
in Massachusetts and the Registry will continue working 
with the vendor to meet this goal. 

It has been 17 days since the Registry learned of the 
Applus cyber-attack, and the outage has had a significant 
impact to the many business owners who employ staff to 
deliver vehicle inspection services to the citizens of the 
Commonwealth.

Nationally every nine 
minutes, an underground 
utility line is damaged be- 
cause someone didn’t con- 
tact 811 before digging. 
Knowing where  under- 
ground utility lines are bur- 
ied before you dig will help 
protect you and your family 
from injury. With more peo- 
ple staying home and rely- 
ing on their utilities to work 
and communicate, inconve- 
nient outages are important 
to avoid. 


“This year, it’s critically 
important to call 811 before 
you start digging to ensure 
all utility lines are marked. 
Even when digging only a 
few inches or taking on a 
small outdoor project, the 
risk of striking an under- 
ground utility is high,” said 
Mark Prewitt, VP Gas Pipe- 
line Safety and Compliance. 
“This is a big responsibility 
that we all need to take a 
small part in. By spreading 
the word to call 811 we can 
decrease damages, service 
interruptions, and injury — 
or even save a life.”

tree or shrub, or installing a 
deck or pool, every job re- 
quires a call to 811 to know 
what’s below before dig- 
ging. 

The depth of utility lines 
can vary for several reasons, 
such as erosion, previous 
digging projects and un- 
even surfaces. Utility lines 
need to be properly marked 
because even when digging 
only a few inches or digging 
in a location that’s previ- 
ously been marked, the risk 
of striking an underground 
utility line still exists. A call 
to 811 is the best safeguard 
and the first line of defense 
to preventing strikes on un- 
derground utility lines. 

A quick phone call to 811 
several days before digging 
connects callers to their lo- 
cal one call center, which 
notifies the appropriate util- 


ity companies of their intent 
to dig. Professional locators 
then arrive at the digging 
site to mark the approximate 
locations of underground 
lines with flags, spray paint 
or both. The service is easy 
to use and free of charge. 

State laws mandate that 
811 must be contacted a few 
days in advance of begin- 
ning projects that require 
excavation. Failure to call 
811 may be punishable by 
fines, which in some states 
can be as high as $1,000 for 
a first offense and $10,000 
for subsequent offenses. 

National Grid works 
closely with local fire and 
police departments and, 
with their strong support, 
people are calling before 
they dig. Calling 811 can 
potentially avoid an incident 
that requires police and fire 
response.

Ask Rusty: Can I 
Still Suspend My 
Social Security Benefits?

Dear Rusty: Is it still possible to suspend Social Se- 
curity benefits for a time? And, if so, how often? Signed: 
Curious Senior 

Dear Curious Senior: If you have already reached 
your full retirement age and are receiving Social Security 
benefits which you claimed earlier, you can voluntarily 
suspend your benefits to earn Delayed Retirement Cred- 
its (DRCs) and get a higher benefit amount when your 
payments are resumed. While your benefit payments are 
suspended, you will earn an additional .67% for each full 
month of suspension (8% per full year of suspension). 
If you wish to do so, you can suspend until you are 70 
years old, after which you will no longer receive Delayed 
Retirement Credits, and your benefit will have reached 
maximum. 

At age 70, Social Security will automatically restart 
your benefit at the higher amount, as appropriate for the 
number of DRCs you earned while suspended. If you 
prefer or need the money sooner, you can request that 
your benefit be restarted earlier than age 70. 

You can voluntarily suspend and restart benefits more 
than once if that is necessary, but the process requires 
some lead time to stop/restart benefits and there are other 
important factors to consider. If you suspend your per- 
sonal SS retirement benefit now to gain a higher payment 
amount later, while you are suspended no other benefits 
based on your record (such as a spousal or other depen- 
dent benefits) will be paid. And, if you currently have 
your Medicare premium deducted from your Social Se- 
curity benefit, suspending your SS benefits will require 
you to make alternate arrangements for direct payment 
of your Medicare premium(s). You would need to pay 
your Medicare premium via mail or by direct withdrawal 
from your bank account, or by charging a credit/debit 
card. If you decide to suspend your Social Security pay- 
ments, you will need to contact Social Security directly 
at 1.800.772.1213 (or call your local SS office) to do so. 
When requesting your benefit suspension, you can also 
make arrangements through Social Security to pay your 
Medicare premium separately.

pulling on door handles of several of his neighbors’ cars 
that were parked on Safford Street, prior to approaching his 
vehicles. He then went outside to confront the suspect. Once 
the caller confronted the suspect, he began to run down Saf- 
ford Street towards Hobart Road. 

Upon looking at the video, Officer Yee was able to re- 
trieve a more detailed description of the suspect and up- 
dated units searching the area. At about 7:20 a.m., Officers 
Sorgi and Duggan noticed a white Honda in the Stop & 
Shop parking lot. The vehicle was parked in the first row 
of parking spaces near the front entrance, next to the handi- 
cap parking spaces. Officer E. Sorgi verified the registration 
number and confirmed it was in fact the car reported stolen. 
Officer Sorgi and Duggan observed that there was one oc- 


cupant sitting in the front seat. 

Officer Yee responded to the Stop & Shop and confirmed 
that this was the same suspect he had observed on the vic- 
tim’s surveillance video. The suspect was removed from the 
vehicle and placed in handcuffs. The owner of the stolen ve- 
hicle was notified and took possession of his vehicle. Prior 
to releasing the vehicle to the owner, officers recovered ap- 
proximately $350 worth of merchandise stolen from Stop 
& Shop. Video surveillance would show the suspect exiting 
the store and placing a full carriage of items in the back seat 
of the stolen motor vehicle. 

The 44-year-old from Woburn was advised that he was 
under arrest for receiving a stolen motor vehicle, two counts 
of attempt to commit a crime (breaking and entering a motor 
vehicle) and shoplifting. He was transported to the Quincy 
Police Station where he was booked in the usual manner. 

The suspect had several items in his possession that of- 
ficers did not believe belonged to him (female sunglasses, 
car chargers, a house key, and a large amount of change). 
This information was provided to our Bureau of Criminal 
Investigation (BCI). More charges may be filed based on a 
subsequent investigation.

Sheriff McDermott Wants To Be Community Partner

Speaking at a recent City 
Council meeting, Norfolk 
County Sheriff Patrick Mc- 
Dermott said he wants to 
partner with local govern- 
ments and other community 
stakeholders and is working 
to create new reentry pro- 
gramming for individuals 
leaving the county jail. 

McDermott, a Quincy 
Democrat who formerly 
served on the City Council, 
provided an update on ser- 
vices his office is offering 
during the April 5 council 
meeting. McDermott told 
councillors he has worked 
to increase both internal and 
external outreach since tak- 
ing over as sheriff earlier 
this year. 

“We've made it a point to 
increase our internal com- 
munications with our staff 
as well as external commu- 
nications with our commu- 
nities,” he said. 

“I’ve been almost around 
to all of the elected select 
boards, town councils and 
city councils around Nor- 
folk County to talk about 


some of the programming 
we want to bring to the local 
communities and. to create 
that sense of a new aware- 


ness of what the concept of 


public safety means to our 
constituents.” 

Norfolk County includes 
Quincy and 27 other com- 
munities, stretching from 
Quincy and Brookline in the 
north to communities like 
Plainville and Wrentham 
on the Rhode Island border. 
The sheriff said each city 
and town has its own needs. 

“We've been talking 
about each town, town by 
town. The needs of Quincy 
aren’t necessarily the same 
needs as the town of Nor- 
wood or the town of Bell- 
ingham,” he said. “We want 
to make sure the sheriff’s 
office is partnering with 
our local stakeholders, our 
elected officials, our civic 
ofganizations, our public 
safety officials to make sure 
we .are creating programs 
and partnering with you for 
all of the right reasons.” 

McDermott said he has 
begun to bring back com- 


munity outreach officers. 

“We just started bringing 
back community outreach 
officers who are working 
with local communities to 
do some special projects. | 
was down at the office today 
going over some of the com- 
munity work projects we’re 
going to be doing,” he said. 

“We have a project up in 
Needham that we’re help- 
ing rehabbing 22 units in the 
Needham Housing Author- 
ity. Certainly, we’re booked 
with a lot of cleanup proj- 
ects and the like and cer- 
tainly we want to nrake sure 
the city of Quincy knows 
that we are back up and run- 
ning for all those particular 
services.” 

McDermott is also look- 
ing to bring back the office’s 
youth program. 

“Our youth program is 
back in action,” he said. 

“Unfortunately, the fact 
that schools. haven’t full 
reopened yet has prevented 
our school resource deputy - 
sheriffs from going into the } 
schools, but we are. work- 
ing actively to hopefully | 


come up with a plan to start 
that process again — to start 
working with our youth to 
start developing leadership 
skills and making good de- 
cisions.” 

The sheriff’s office will 
be offering its youth leader- 
ship camp this summer at its 
usual location in Braintrée, 
with some changes in place 
amid the pandemic. 

“We sold out in seven 
minutes and we have quite 
a comprehensive wait list,” 
McDermott said. “The lead- 
ership academy is a sum- 
mer program that runs for 
middle school kids. It is one 
of the most well-known and 
well-received programs the 
sheriff does. 

“It sells out every year 
under good circumstances 
and unfortunately _ under 
COVID, we are a little bit 


restricted in terms of what f 


we can pull off this year.” 
He also plans to host 

a second youth academy 

in the southern part of the 
unty this summer. for the 

brs time. 

| “We are trying to do a 


separate facility down in 
Franklin. We are going to do 
a trial balloon for that this 
summer to see if a second 
facility for the other part of 
the county would work,” 
McDermott said. | 

In addition to bolstering 
community partnerships, 
the sheriff said he wants to 
“focus on reentry compo- 
nents and really make sure 
we have a robust opportu- 
nity for the men and some- 
day women who come in 
our facility to have all of 
the training, job placement 
services, pre-apprenticeship 
programs that we want to 
put in place.” 

“IT am going to really 
make sure that that is my 
focus over the next several 
months — to make sure that 
we have a really robust re- 
entry program,” McDermott 
said. 

To that end, McDermott 
said his office has received a 
grant to partner with Massa- 
soit Community College for 
“an HVAC pre-apprentice- 

ship program. The sheriff's 


' Office is also bringing back 


its culinary arts program 
and will launch an automo- 
tive repair program in the 
coming weeks. 

“It looks as though we 
are going to be having quite 
a great reentry program,” 
McDermott said. 

During the meeting, 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci asked McDermott 
if he was taking steps to 
ensure inmates with men- 
tal illness get the treatment 
they need so they can avoid 
returning to jail once they 
are released. 

“What is your office do- 
ing in terms of working to 
break that cycle of folks 
with untreated mental ill- 
ness who will go into a pris- 
on setting, get medicated, 
get released and have no 
real follow up in terms of 
medication compliance and 
kind of end up in the same 
spot?” Palmucci said. 

McDermott said most 
of the men in his custody 
have mental health issues or 
substance-use disorder, and 
his Office is taking steps to

The design for the new 
Quincy Animal Shelter is 
complete and the city is pre- 
paring to go out to bid for 
the project as soon as this 
summer. 

The Quincy Animal 
Shelter currently operates 
inside a former dog pound 
on Broad Street. That build- 
ing will be torn down as 
part of the plan to construct 
a new public safety head- 
quarters and the shelter will 
move to a new building on 
Quarry ‘Street in the vicinity 
of the city’s dog park. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
had gone before the coun- 
cil in 2017 seeking a $7.1 
million bond to pay for 
schematic design and con- 
struction of the new shelter. 
Plans at that time called for 
a 21,000 square foot build- 
ing with space for the shel- 
ter, as well as a spay/neuter 
clinic, the Quincy Police 
Department’s K9 Unit, and 
the city’s animal control of- 
ficer. 

Councillors at the time 
balked at ponying up the 
full $7.1 million for build- 
ing, in part because the 
designs had yet to be final- 
ized and in part because of 
the price tag for the project. 
Instead, they approved a 
$3.55 million bond for the 
project, half the amount 
Koch sought, with the ex- 


pectation the administration 
would present updated plans 
at a future date. 

Ward 4 Councillors Bri- 
an Palmucci — who in 2017 
likened the initial proposal 
for the shelter to the Taj 
Mahal — sought an‘ update 
on the project April 5 as 
the council deliberated and 
ultimately approved a $120 
million bond for the con- 
struction of the new public 
safety building. . 

“I remember we _ had 
some concerns about the 
cost, but the entire coun- 
cil was very committed to 
rebuilding the animal shel- 
ter,’ Palmucci said, before 
recalling the history of the 
project. 

“You guys have never 
come back to us.” 

Public Buildings Com- 
missioner Paul Hines said 
the administration went 
back to the drawing board 
following the 2017 council 
vote. The new designs have 
since been finalized and the 
city is drawing up bid docu- 
ments. 

“I do agree that first 
building was rather gran- 
diose. We heard the mes- 
sage from the council loud 
and clear and we went back 
with a number of working 
sessions with the architect 
with all of the stakeholders 
and we scaled it back sig- 
nificantly, both as to square 


footage and some services, 
but got a facility that by and 
large is acceptable to all,” 
Hines said. 

“The building design, 
the footprint is done. The 
plans — the drawings and 
specifications — are advanc- 
ing to bid sets as we speak. 
I believe at this point they 
are about 75 percent com- 
plete...and we anticipate 
them, early summer, to be 
complete.” 

The location on Quarry 
Street presented geotechni- 
cal engineering challenges, 
Hines said; the site was for- 
merly a quarry and later was 
used as a dump. Because of 
that, the city had to ensure 
there were no hazardous 


materials underground and 
the site would be able to 
support the weight of the 
new building. 

“That ultimately caused 
us to shift the building on 
the site itself, move it a bit 
up hill, dig out some of the 
granite that is in there. One 
of the major benefits of that 
is it took it further away 
from the houses down on 
Quarry Street and reduced 
the size of the retaining 
walls that need to be put 
in place for the site, which 
obviously saves costs in the 
budget and also impacts in 
a positive way the visual 
of looking up from Quarry 
Street,” Hines said.

drawing board. That is now 
resolved. Our footprint is 
done and, again, our draw- 
ings are going forward.” 

The administration does 
intend to present updated 
plans to the council at a fu- 
ture meeting, he added. 

“We fully understand we 
do need to come back to the 
council,” Hines said. “One, 
because of the curiosity 
about what would be built, 
but two, for the additional 
funding.” 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said the ani- 
mal shelter is not the initial 
construction zone for the 


new public safety building 


' but it could possibly move 


to a temporary home while 
the new shelter is being 
built. “It’s not a require- 
ment of this project that they 
be relocated,” Walker said. 
“We think...that it is a ben- 
efit to them based upon the 
construction that is going to 
take place.” 

Walker said the move 
would be done at no cost to 
the shelter. The shelter’s ser- 
vices would not be impacted 
either. 

“T think some could ar- 
gue that the potential loca- 
tion that they will be facili- 
tated in is probably a little 
better than what they are in 
right now,” Walker said.

O’Donnell: Continued Increases In County Real Estate Activity 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reports 
increases in real estate ac- 
tivity in Norfolk County is 
continuing. The month of 
March in 2021 saw increas- 
es in a number of real estate 
indicators over the same 
time period in 2020. 

“The Norfolk County 
real estate market continues 
to be vibrant,” O’Donnell 
said. “There were 19,892 
documents recorded at the 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds which is a 58% 
increase over last year’s 
March document volume. 
There were 1,672 deeds 
recorded out of this docu- 
ment volume, representing 
a 24% increase over March 
of last year. Average sale 
price, again including both 
residential and commercial 
sales, increased 27% over 
2020 to $914,601.61. Last 
year’s March real estate 
numbers were at the begin- 
ning of the onset of CO- 
VID-19 and the COVID-19 
emergency declarations so 
it is pleasing to see that the 
real estate market has re- 
bounded from that unfore- 
seen emergency.” 

In addition to real estate 
sales, the Norfolk County 
lending market has been 
very busy in March. There 
were 5,423 mortgages re- 
corded during the month 
which is a 69% increase

over 2020. Total amount of 
money borrowed for mort- 
gages county wide was over 
2.2 billon, a 28% increase 
compared to March 2020. 

“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, there 
are a large number of indi- 
viduals and families taking 
advantage off historically 
low interest rates by refi- 
nancing existing mortgages. 
Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance,” 
O’Donnell said. “Some refi- 
nance to reduce their month- 
ly payments, others to take 
some years off their debt 
while still others are using 
the money to pay for home 
improvements and other 
capital expenditures.” 

O’Donnell continued: 
“There has been a strong 
demand for housing, single 
family housing particular, 
coupled with a limited sup- 
ply of available housing 
stock and historically low 
interest rates which could 
be motivating buyers to do 
what is necessary to secure 
housing. Lending activity 
was up. The growth in num- 
bers seen in 2020 continues 
into 2021. “ 

A moratorium on fore- 
closures in place during the 
pandemic in 2020 was lifted 
on October 17, 2020. This 
moratorium was in place 
due to the COVID-19 pan-

demic. The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds has been

closely watching the fore- 
closure market. 

“During March of 2021 
there were 4 foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result of 
foreclosure processes taking 
place in Norfolk County. 
Additionally, there were 
16 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages, the first step 
in the foreclosure process, 
recorded here in Norfolk 
County,” O’Donnell said. 
“A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. These 
numbers are extremely low 
especially when you con- 
sider in March of 2020 just 
as COVID was coming into 
play there were 51 Notices 
to Foreclosure Mortgages 
and 10 foreclosure Deeds. 
This month’s foreclosure 
numbers are higher than the 
previous few months. It is 
something to watch as the 
year progresses.” 


Registry of Deeds has also 
been working in close co- 
operation with Attorney 
General Maura Healey’s 
office to ensure there are 
no abuses being perpe- 
trated against homeowners 
while the COVID-19 state 
of emergency is ongoing,” 
noted O’Donnell. 

Additionally, for the past 
several years, the Norfolk

Homestead __ recordings 
by owners of homes and 
condominiums continue 
to increase this year at the 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds in March. There 
was a 23% increase in 
homestead recordings in 
March 2021 compared to 
March 2020. 

“A Homestead,” noted 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000. It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 
our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 
consider doing so. Please 
visit the Registry website 


to get more information on 
homestead protection.” 

In conclusion, O’ Donnell 
stated: 

“Many small businesses 
and specific sectors of our 
economy, such as restaurant 
and hospitality, have been 
negatively impacted by the 
ongoing COVID-19 pan- 
demic. One sector that has 
continued to thrive during 
the pandemic is the real es- 
tate market, particularly the 
residential market. There 
have been many factors that 
have kept the Norfolk Coun- 
ty real estate market viable. 
Motivated buyers and sell- 
ers, low interest rates, and 
the Norfolk County Reg- 
istry of Deeds remaining 
open for the recording of 
land documents. While the 
Registry of Deeds building 
in Dedham remains closed

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How To Decorate Around A Television 


Ask Barbara Graceffa: 
‘Secretary Of The Interior’ 


How do I decorate around the giant black TV in my 
living room? Crystal 

Ah, that ubiquitous - to some, unsightly - big black box 
in your living or family room. Guys love them. Women 
want to hide them - or at least make them less obvious. 

It comes down to whether you want the TV to be the fo- 
cal point in the room or not. 

Most popular since the advent of the flat panel style, 
many homeowners choose to mount the TV on the wall or 
above a fireplace. 

There are lots of decorating tricks should you choose the 
wall-mount option. To keep the scale in check, place a large 
credenza underneath the television and accessorize it as you 
would with any other table with side lamps, picture frames, 
a plant or floral arrangement. Or flank it with bookcases, 
open shelves, or layer a gallery wall of art around it to help 
divert the eye. With the latter, soften the large rectangular 
shape with some round, oval or curved pieces and use me- 
dium to large pieces of art or photography so they are not 
dwarfed by the TV’s size. Another idea is to add a wood- 
en frame approximately 10-20 percent larger than the TV 
around it. Unless you have DIY skills, custom frames can 


run you upwards of $700 for a 65” television. 

If the TV is left in plain sight, pepper the color black 
throughout your room to balance a large black TV. Even 
a few black picture frames or flowerpots will do the trick. 

To help camouflage the expansiye black color, paint the 
wall behind it a dark color, like charcoal, navy or winter 
green or install a dark stained shiplap or paneling. Or hide 
the TV behind wooden or mirrored shutters, a painting, slid- 
ing barn door, or roll up map. 

Another idea is to give the television secondary impor- 
tance by drawing attention to something else in the room 
like a floor-to-ceiling painting, mural, large hanging quilt, 
even a beautiful view to the outdoors through extra-wide 
windows or doors.

‘Massive’ Summer 
Programs For Quincy 
Public Schools Students 
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said. “I’m sure, where it is 
COVID related, it would be 
eligible.” 

Supt. Kevin Mulvey de- 
scribed the summer offer- 
ings, which will be offered 
free of charge, as “massive.” 

“It will be a massive 
summer program,” he said. 

“We are very excited 
to share our thoughts with 
you with regard to where 
we intend to go with regard 
to giving our students that 
extra edge in getting stu- 
dents either caught up or 
advanced in the curriculum 
and in their current studies.” 

The district had rolled 
out a number of new sum- 
mer programs last year to 
help make up for learn- 
ing time students missed 
out on last spring amid the 
pandemic. Erin Perkins, the 
district’s assistant super- 
intendent, said this year’s 
summer programs will have 
a different focus. 

“Our objective this year 
is to provide high-quality 
summer learning  experi- 
ences that intentionally 
monitor, promote, reinforce 
the health and safety and 
wellbeing of our students 
and staff and looking at 
that from multiple lenses 
on how we can help support 
our families knowing that 
one cookie-cutter program 
would not be sufficient for 
this summer,” Perkins said. 

Most of this year’s pro- 
grams will be offered in- 
person, she said, though 
there could be some remote 
programs as well. One of 
the major goals is to prepare 
students for in-person learn- 
ing in the fall, given that 47 
percent of students were 
enrolled in remote learning 
programs as of April 6. 

“One of our biggest fo- 
cuses is that everything we 
do this summer needs to be 
geared around supporting 


the transition back to school 
in September,” Perkins said. 

“Forty-something _ per- 
cent of our children have not 
entered our school buildings 
this school year...we are 
very concerned’ about that 
transition and we want to 
make sure we are focused 
on that all summer long, 
that we have that end goal in 
sight, and that we help our 
students get there so we can 
come back to school in Sep- 
tember and have a healthy 
and productive school year.” 

To help encourage stu- 
dents to participate in the 
summer programs, Perkins 
said the district decided to 
get creative. 

“We have some very dif- 
ferent programming _ this 
year,’ she said. “We have 
some of our traditional pro- 
gramming, but we also have 
some creative programming, 
because we really felt like, 
by putting together some 
creative programming, we 
could entice students to par- 
ticipate and hopefully par- 
ticipate in their school.” 

The district will also pro- 
vide advanced learning op- 
portunities this summer. 

“We do recognize that 
there is a group of students 
who do not need another 
year of first grade or who 
do not need another year 
of second grade or middle 
school,” Perkins said. “We 
need to make sure we also 
are considering both ends 
of the spectrum as we are 
planning for our summer 
programming.” 

Among the elementary 
school programs available 
this summer are: Bright 
from the Start, a program for 
kindergarten to grade 3 stu- 
dents to help prepare them 
for the next grade level, 
both in terms of academics 
and social/emotional skills; 
Knowledge Quest for high- 
ability learners in grades 


3 to 5; Rather Be Reading, 
which Perkins described as 
a summer book club for el- 
ementary school students; 
Summer Civics, a program 
for students in grades 3 to 
5 interested in government 
and civics; and Fit Math, 
which combines physical 
activity with math, like hav- 
ing students run to a point 
on a coordinate plane and 
catch a football. 

Offerings at the middle 
school level include: Hands 
on Math, which gives stu- 
dents hands-on  experi- 
ence with math; Summer 
Boost, which aims to boost 
academic learning while 
building perseverance and 
self-confidence; STEM 
Academy, which focuses on 
the STEM fields; and an ad- 
vanced program for students 
enrolled in the district’s ad- 
vanced programs. 

At the high school level, 
programs include: Bridge 
to High School, courses 
that review middle school 
pre-requisite standards in 
English, Spanish, science 
or math; Elevate, a pro- 
gram that includes courses 
designed to increase un- 
derstanding of prerequisite 
standards in math and sci- 
ence; SAT prep; and a credit 
recovery program. 

Administrators were still 
in the process of finalizing 
the schedule for the sum- 
mer programs, Perkins said; 
most are likely to start the 
week of July 5 or later. The 
programs will be of different 
lengths — some will last for 
one week while others will 
go for two or more weeks. 

School Committee mem- 
bers applauded the offerings 
that will be available this 
summer. 

“Wow -— there is so many, 
and it is awesome,” said 
Courtney Perdios. “To have 
developed all this while in

color, and a high rate of non-native English speakers. Some 
neighborhoods with two or more qualifying characteristics, 
like Germantown and Quincy Point, border the Fore River 
Basin, a longtime industrial site that houses a newly built 
natural gas compressor station. Even before the compressor 
Station went in, these neighborhoods had elevated rates of 
heart attacks, chronic obstructive pulmonary disease hos- 
pitalizations, and lung cancers, all of which may be due to 
environmental pollution. 

Mayor Koch questions whether the city can afford the 
new department, which, as proposed, would consist of a 
single employee: the director. To that, we argue that funding 
shows what a city values. Funding the department would 
send a powerful message to residents, many of whom are 
people of color, that their needs matter. (Also, it’s hard to ar- 
gue that the city has no money for a single new hire focused 
on equity when the mayor recently received city council ap- 
proval for a $120 million police station and the city is due to 
receive $46.3 million in federal stimulus money.) 

The mayor also suggests that existing city departments 
could take on more duties focusing on social justice and eq- 


uity. While that is to be encouraged, it is not sufficient. Di- 
viding the responsibility for tracking issues of inequity and 
intolerance among different departments or people would 
make it hard to get an overview of the causes. It would also 
lead to more confusion about who would implement solu- 
tions and would make it difficult to monitor the effective- 
ness of those solutions. 

A single separate department, by contrast, would provide 
centralized oversight and assessment, eliminate bureaucrat- 
ic silos, and hold all other government departments to the 
same standard, providing transparency and trust. A “cabi- 
net-level” appointment would also ensure that its director 
is at the table with other department heads when policy is 
made. The department would also serve as a resource and 
point of contact for residents who may otherwise not know 
where to turn, or feel unsafe contacting other city depart- 
ments about issues of intolerance. 

Will the new department eliminate all racism and injus- 
tice in Quincy? Certainly not. But it is a step in the right 
direction. Let’s take it.

the midst of the pandemic 
and transitioning kids back 
is amazing.” 

“This is wonderful,” 
added Kathryn Hubley, the 
board’s vice chairperson. “I 
know a lot of parents have 
been asking me when this 
is coming out, so there are 
a lot of people that are anx- 
ious to see this.” 

Emily Lebo said it would 
be important to finalize the 
schedule as soon as possible 
because parents are already 


making plans for the sum- 
mer. 

“T know a lot of families 
who would like some of this 
and would like to be able 
to get in on it if they knew 
what the weeks were go- 
ing to be,” she said. “I hate 
to push you, because I can 
imagine how much work 
this was, but...people are 
desperate to make plans for 
their kids to be somewhere 
this summer.” 

Frank Santoro thanked 
the administrators for put- 


ting together the programs 
that will be offered this 
summer. He also asked if the 
schools would be reaching 
out to students who could 
benefit from the programs 
but might be disinclined to 
participate. 

“My question revolves 
around the student who may 
not be so energetic in taking 
one of these courses but re- 
ally needs it,” Santoro said. 
“Is there a way we can reach 
those kids who may not be 
so easily drafted by the bro- 


chure, or their parents, to 
really target the child...to 
get them to go to the courses 
they need?” 

Perkins said some of the 
programs, like credit recov- 
ery at the high school level, 
are aimed at students who 
need them. 

“We absolutely target 
students and invite them 
and meet with families and 
really push,” she said. “We 
absolutely look at the data 
and target certain students.” 

Koch asked Perkins if 


she was confident the dis- 
trict would have enough 
teachers to work the sum- 
mer programs. 

“We’re going through 
this pandemic fatigue with 
everybody but there is a 
real fatigue, at least my ob- 
servation, with the staff... 
working their tails off trying 
to make things work,’ the 
mayor said. “Will you have 
trouble getting staff to fill 
these slots?” 

Perkins said the district 
had no problem recruiting 


teachers for the summer pro- 
grams last year and she was 
optimistic the same would 
hold true this summer. 

“People will have a break 
in between, it is a great extra 
paycheck in the summer and 
it is Over pretty quickly... 
and we do have our tried 
and true people we know we 
can call and they will help 
us,” Perkins said. 

“T think we will be OK, 
but it is a little bit of a con- 
cern, because definitely peo- 
ple are tired.”

up and knocked all the files 
out and then gave a flurry of 
racial epithets to me,” she 
said. “I was a prosecutor 
and did not report it and just 
went back to my office.” 
Lee said systemic racism 
has been going on since the 
Chinese arrived in America 
in the 1800s. She explained 
that while hate crimes in the 
United State have dropped 
recently, hate crimes against 
Asian Americans have ih- 
creased by 150 percent with 
68 percent being woman. 


Lee added that 35 percent 
of workplace discrimination 
involves Asian Americans.

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Ask John Paul: AAA New Enpland? s Car Doctor 


1 am thinking about buying a new full-sized pickup 
truck to replace my 10-year-old Ford F-150. Of the 
popular trucks, RAM, Ford and Chevrolet/GMC which 
should I consider and why? 

This is one of those questions that doesn’t have a wrong 
answer. Any one of these three vehicles is a good choice. 
My suggestion is to buy the one you like best. All three 
trucks can tow more than 10,000 pounds, all three trucks 
can easily carry 2,000 pounds. All three trucks have the lat- 
est technology, Wi-Fi hotspots, big displays and depending 
on cab configuration that has limousine like rear seating. 
My suggestion is to look at how the options are configured, 
find out which truck offers the features you need and some 
you want and buy the truck that makes you happy. 

I have a Honda Pilot 2016 with around 43,000 miles. 
When I drive my car, I have noticed and hear clicking or 
shifting noise when the transmission is in first going to 
second gear. This happens from 20 to 30 miles-per hour 
and the noise that seems to be coming from under the 
car. When engine is cold noise is low/quiet, as the engine 
heats up noise become little louder. On the highway or 
generally above 40 miles per hour I do not hear it. Do 
you have any idea what happening here? 

There are many things that could be causing this type of 
noise, from a transmission issue to a wheel bearing, even a 
big nail in a tire. The transmission in this Pilot has been sub- 
ject to a few issues, everything from reprogramming to fluid 
leaks to complete replacement. The best thing to do at this 
point it to road test the vehicle with a technician to identify 
the noise and get an idea where the sound is originating. 

I have a Toyota that the trunk lock actuator failed, no 
big deal I open the trunk with the key. Now a new prob- 

lem: when we go to unlock the trunk, the panic alarm 
that came with the car goes off. We have no other alarm 
on the car. If I unlock the doors first with the remote, 
then all is fine and no alarm. Is this related to the trunk 
actuator part? 
Yes, | would certainly think so. If you lock the car with 
the remote and try to open the trunk with the key the alarm 


is still set. The car does not know if you are opening the 
trunk with a key or a crowbar. At this point, until you decide 
if you want to get the car fixed and so you do not disturb the 
neighbors, you just need to unlock the car before opening 
the trunk. 


How do I turn off the emergency brake dash light off 
on a 1995 Cadillac Sedan deVille? 

The red brake warning light illuminates for a few rea- 
sons: the parking brake is applied-or partially applied. The 
second reason is the brake fluid is low or there is or a leak in 
the brake hydraulic system. The third issue is when the elec- 
tronic brake control module responds to certain diagnostic 
fault codes. The issue could be a sticking parking brake 
cable, faulty parking brake switch, or low brake fluid. If the 
red brake warning light is on, I would suggest have the car 
towed to a repair shop. If the problem is related to the brake 
hydraulic system, you could lose full braking and be unable 
to stop in an emergency. 

I was listening to a podcast of your radio program 
where you were interviewing someone from Sylvania 
and were talking about LED replacement headlights 
and how they are illegal. I go online and see LED re- 
placement bulbs and YouTube videos of people updating 
their headlights. Are you sure this upgrade is illegal? I 
want to upgrade to better lighting. . 

Just because you can buy the parts online doesn’t mean 
they are Department of Transportation (DOT) compliant 
for on-road use. The reflector inside the headlight assembly 
is calibrated for a certain size bulb. The LED replacement 
bulbs are typically larger, causing aiming issues. The light 
output will be greater, but the amount of glare and “dazzle” 
can be offensive and dangerous to oncoming traffic. If you 
want more light, there are performance replacement bulbs 
that can deliver more light, although at a shorter lifespan 
than the stock bulb. 

I am a faithful reader of your Car Doctor column and 
have a question I hope you may answer for me. Before 
considering a fully electric vehicle I wonder about the 
process of charging them. I live in a condominium in 
southern Maine with no garage. Can you tell me, is it 
possible to safely and securely connect an EV to a char- 
ger that is outside and uncovered in inclement weather, 
including rain, sleet and snow? 

Most of the electric vehicle chargers that I see are out- 
side including the one at our AAA headquarters building in 
Providence. I monitor the charging station at AAA and it 
has worked without issues now for five years through all 
kinds of weather. At home when I’m road testing an elec- 


tric car, I plug into 117-volts to charge the battery and only 
once in all of the years I have been testing electric cars did 
the ground (GFCI) fault outlet trip. Based on my experience 
and if your condominium allows it, you should be able to set 
up a charging station. 

I have a 2014 Subaru Crosstrek with almost 28,000 
miles. I love it, and do all recommended services and oil 
changes at the dealer. I was told several years ago by the 
service manager that the car has 15 different computers 
that can drain the battery. He said to keep the battery 
charged I have to start and drive the car every two or 
three days or the battery will be dead. I’m on at least 
the third or fourth additional battery in the past seven 
years. I was concerned if I take a plane trip this summer 
and come back the battery will be dead. I spoke with 
another service manager and he said just have a new 
battery put in. I park in a large, locked lot which is very 
public, so is that good advice, or should I get one of the 
new small chargers I could leave attached and under the 
hood? And if I do that, I could use it normally instead of 
constantly going down and driving it two miles? 

Subaru models have had their share of battery prob- 
lems. The alternator that charges the battery is compiter 
controlled and limits charging to improve fuel economy. 
Depending on your driving style, you may be taking more 
electricity out of the battery than you are putting back in. 
It is my understanding that Subaru has updated the charg- 
ing system profile and are now using a battery with more 
reserve Capacity to combat the parasitic drain. When every- 


thing is functioning normally there is no reason you should - 


not be able to leave your car unused for a month and have it 
Start up. A float style battery charger would keep the battery 
charged, but it would need to be plugged into an electrical 
outlet. There are also solar style battery maintainers which 
could work. 

I have a 2013 Honda CRV, and it now has 79,000 miles 
on it, and I am having no issues. I do regular mainte- 
nance as needed. Under “recommendations” on my last 
receipt from the dealer is a transmission fluid service for 
$199.95. Is that something I should do, or is checking all 
fluids at my next oil change sufficient? 

Honda uses indicator-based maintenance rather than 
typical miles and time. With the Honda system you will 
get a message on the dash that tells you when certain items 
need attention. If the fluid is checked regularly and it looks 
good, wait until you see the number 3 come up in the instru- 
ment panel submenu that will indicate the transmission fluid 
needs changing. 

I have a 2017 Chevy Cruze with 125,000 miles. Would 
it be covered for the General Motors Warranty on the 
accelerator? 

The Chevrolet emissions warranty will cover some com- 
ponents for eight years or 80,000 miles whichever comes 
first. Although this is a common problem-you probably get 
a “reduced power” message, looking on the database that I 
use, at this time there has been no warranty extension. 

We purchased a 2015 Dodge Dart. Was this a reliable 
car to purchase for our grandson? 

It depends on who you ask. Consumer Reports’ readers 
(not the magazine) give it a pretty good report. JD Power, 
one of the largest rating companies, puts the car near the 
bottom of the reliability list. I would also put it near the 
bottom as well on reliability based on my experiences with 
the car. But it isn’t all bad news; the positives, it did well in 
crash testing, so it is a safe small car, and it gets pretty good 
fuel economy and it is fun to drive. If you got a good deal 
on the car, just know that there may be some problems that 
you need to deal with. 

I am considering an electric car in the future and I 
know you have driven some of the newest electric cars. 
What do you think of the Lucid Air? 

It is too early to tell, the specifications on the car looks 
quite good. Lucid is offering three years of free charging, in 
some situation you can recharge in as little as 20 minutes, 
range (400 miles in the base model) and performance is out- 
standing. Safety is well addressed with a full suite of semi- 
autonomous driving features. The starting price of the car is 
$77,400 and goes up to $161,000. At the end of last year 
Lucid completed its factory in Arizona and there are about 
100 prototypes in testing. The last I read production should 
start in the spring. Let me know if you buy one. 

I am looking for a fun project, maybe to restore an 
old Jeep, dune buggy or even a kit car. I’m pretty handy 
with both mechanical items and electrical issues. What 
do you think about doing something like this? Is the ex- 
pense worth the outcome? I have the garage space and 
I’m newly retired, so I have nothing but time.

A Jeep is a popular project. There are parts galore from 
specialty websites that only sell Jeep parts to RockAuto, 
CariD and CarParts.com. Online you can buy just about 
any Jeep part. Jeeps can suffer from frame rust. The other 
common issue is transfer case failure (usually from running 
mismatched tires). There are plenty of Dune Buggy projects 
although with legendary Dune Buggy builder Bruce My- 
ers passing away this year these once affordable projects 
have seemed to jump in price. Most are simple due to the 
VW Bug components and simple air-cooled engine. Here 
in New England there are some great choices. Factory-Five 
www.factoryfive.com has kits for Cobra roadsters; Subaru 
powered sports cars, supercars and a classic 33 Ford hotrod. 
Then there is Smyth Performance www.smythkitcars.com 
they sell a kit that in a couple of weekends you can make 
a Australian style Ute out of a VW Beetle, Dodge Charger, 
Audi or Jeep Cherokee. Anytime you build or restore any- 
thing, the reward is priceless. 

I have a 2008 E150 van that I use when I attend flea 


‘markets to sell my artwork. It has a small V8 engine and 


automatic transmission. The truck has about 175,000 
miles on it and I know at 13 years old I should expect 
some problems. Last year before I parked it for the win- 
ter I noticed the idle becomes rough as it starts to warm 
up and the engine gets up to temperature and if I’m 
stopped, it almost feels as if it is going to stal}. Also.there~: 
is a weird exhaust odor. Except for this, the van runs 
pretty well and gets about 15 miles per gallon — which I 
think is pretty good for a vehicle that is as aerodynamic 
as refrigerator box. So far there is no check engine light. 
Any ideas? 

It sounds as if the truck is running slightly “lean.” This 
would give you a slight stumble, rough idle and eye burn- 
ing exhaust smell but still behave acceptably on the road. 
I would look for vacuum leaks around the intake manifold 
and the EGR valve (exhaust gas recirculation valve). The 
EGR valve could also be sticking slightly open causing the 
lean running condition This vehicle is no fun to work on, so 
be a bit patient with the shop who is working on it. 

I have a 2015 VW Jetta with a L4 1.8L engine. My 
battery is over 5 years old and needs to be replaced. Can 
you please tell me about the type of replacement batter- 
ies AAA uses? Are they made by Clarios that took over 
Johnson Controls? After I tell the service my car battery 
info will the technician bring an OEM equivalent bat- 
tery. I usually bring my car to the VW dealer since they 
emphasize only genuine VW replacement parts be used. 
However, I would rather take advantage of my member- 
ship and have the battery installed in my driveway. I just 
don’t know why dealers say it’s a risk to use a AAA bat- 
tery. I’m thinking they just want the business. 

Although there are many battery brands there are only a 
few battery manufacturers in the United States. Most batter- 
ies made for AAA are made by East Penn Battery. East Penn 
is a private, family-owned company operating the largest 
single-site, lead battery manufacturing facility in the world. 
So, it is entirely possible depending on the vehicle manufac- 
turer that their battery is made by East Penn. All AAA bat- 
teries meet or exceed the original equipment specification 
and will work well in your Volkswagen. 

I loaned my car jack to someone who was stuck, and 
it got mangled and is not workable. I have a 2014 Toyota 
FJ Cruiser and I was looking at a small garage style jack 
instead of the standard jack. The person who borrowed 
the jack said he would replace it with whatever I want- 
within reason. Any recommendations for a jack for a 
SUV like mine? 

The standard jack that came with your car is the best 
choice for occasional use to change a flat tire. It fits better 
under the vehicle if you get a flat and takes up less room and 
won't rattle. Certainly, a proper garage-jack is faster, better 
and safer (when used properly) but even the compact jacks 
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are heavy and take up a fair 
amount of room. If this were 
my car, I would get another 
factory jack (salvage yard or 
eBay) and get a good qual- 
ity two-ton garage jack for 
weekend servicing or off- 
road adventures. Even with 
a quality jack, always use 
jack-stands when working 
under a vehicle. 

I own a 1995 Buick 
Roadmaster with only 
85,000 miles on it, previ- 
ously I had my grand- 
dad’s 1992 Buick and both 
cars have had the same 
problem with the anti- 
lock brakes. On the 1992 
model, the warning light 
would come on after about 
five miles of travel. When 
that happened, I generally 
would stop the car and 
restart it and it would be 
fine for a while. I replaced 
the 1992 Buick with a 1995 
model and the ABS light 
comes on but restarting 
the car didn’t cure the 


problem. I am a younger 
guy who just loves these 
old Buicks and can never 
see myself driving a Hon- 
da Civic or Toyota Corolla 
— no matter how good they 
are. They ride so smooth 
and have ridiculous space 
compared to most cars 
today. Two garages have 
looked at the car and 
both told me they are only 
guessing what they think 
is wrong. Do you know the 
cause of this problem and 
how much it would cost to 
repair? 

A very common problem 
is the wiring to the front 
wheel time 
will deteriorate and break. 
When the ABS light turns 
on the anti-lock brake sys-

My car has a coolant 
leak somewhere but it’s 
not a noticeable leak. | 
don’t see coolant on the 
ground and there is no 
maple syrup smell in the 
car. What does that mean 
and what should I do? 

A repair shop will look 
for obvious leaks; if none are 
found they would pressurize 
the cooling system and look 
for a drop in pressure. If 
no coolant leaks are noted, 
then the next possibility is a 
faulty cylinder-head gasket. 
A faulty head-gasket can be 
checked with an old exhaust 
gas analyzer, looking for 
hydrocarbon reading in the 
radiator or a chemical test 
kit that look for exhaust gas 
in the cooling system. These 
“block-check” kits 
purchased for less the $40 in

ter column. In doing this, 
the species within the pond 
will be protected from any 
negative impacts of the sedi- 
ments being kicked up.” 

The Geotubes — which 
resemble large bags — would 
be placed along Marginal 
Road; the street will be 
closed during dredging pro- 
cess as a result. Sediment is 
pumped into the Geotubes 
and is allowed to de-water 
inside them, Sullivan ex- 
plained; the water can then 
flow back to the pond. 

The dredging process is 
expected to take four to six 
weeks to complete. 

To prevent pollutants 
from building up in the pond 
in the future, the city will 
create a gravel wetland area 
near the Butler Road side of 
the pond to filter stormwa- 
ter. 

“The water will flow 
through the wetland and into 
the pond,” Sullivan said. 
“The middle chamber of the 
wetland will infiltrate any 
stormwater pollutants be- 
fore the water is discharged 
to the pond.” 

Sullivan said the city 


went out to bid for the proj- 
ect last fall and determined 
it would cost between $1.1 
and $1.5 million. The most 
expensive component of the 
project, and the biggest vari- 
able, is the cost to dispose of 
the sediment, she stated. 

“It may cost anywhere 
between $55 a ton and $450 
a ton to dispose of the sedi- 
ment, depending on the con- 
tamination level and the 
market price for disposal at 
the time of the project,” Sul- 
livan said. 


Ward 5 Councillor 


Charles Phelan Jr. said the — 


project would benefit the 
wildlife in the pond and 
would be beneficial for 
stormwater control in the 
neighborhood. 

“If we want to keep this 
as an environmental trea- 
sure, which I believe it is, 
it is time to do some action. 
As you say, some of the 
sediments that are in there 
could not only be harmful to 
the wildlife but also harmful 
to the people in the area,” 
Phelan said. 

“From the practical side, 
it is huge for the drainage of 
this whole area.” 

He also thanked the 
Friends of Butler’s Pond for 
advocating on behalf of the 

pond. 


“They have kept this on 
our radar screen, done a lot 
of work on the pond, and 
are great caretakers of this 
pond,” Phelan said. 

Sullivan said the city is 
in the process of planning 
a similar project for Sailors 
Pond, which is located off 
Rice Road in Wollaston. 
The city has begun permit- 
ting for that project and 
could undertake it next year. 

“It is quite bigger than 
Butler’s Pond so we will 
need a little bit more fund- 
ing just to remove the sedi- 
ment — there is about twice 
the quantity that we would 
have to remove,” Sullivan 
said. “It is a little less con- 
taminated than  Butler’s 
Pond.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey welcomed the news 
that Sailors Pond would 
be dredged as soon as next 
year. 

“I’m more than happy to 
support it knowing the mon- 
ey is not coming from the 
taxpayers,” she said of the 
Butler’s Pond work. “It’s 
time that we do care of it... 
and hopefully it will come 
under budget and there will 
be a little bit more money 
left for Sailors Pond, be- 
cause I am concerned about 
that.” 


Koch $475M Pension Bond 
Request Referred To Committee 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
on Monday formally intro- 
duced a $475 million bond 
to fully fund Quincy’s pen- 
sion obligations. 

The mayor introduced 
the bond order at Monday 
night’s meeting of the City 
Council. It was referred to 
the council’s finance com- 
mittee, which will take up 
the matter at a later date. 

Massachusetts requires 
cities and towns to fully 
fund their outstanding pen- 
sion obligations by fiscal 
year 2038, which begins in 
July 2037. Quincy currently 
pays down the pension ob- 
ligation through its annual 
budget. 

The budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, FY21, in- 
cludes $32.18 million for 
pension benefits. The city 
set aside $29.76 million for 
pensions in the FY20 budget 
and $28.02 million in the 
FY 19 budget. 

When he first announced 
he would seek a pension 
bond in March, Koch said 
doing so would save the city 
$20 million in the first year 
and millions of dollars in 
subsequent years. 

“This is a fiscal game- 
changer for the city by cre- 
ating millions of dollars in 
annual savings and ensuring 


the kind of ongoing finan- 
cial stability that is vital to 
our future,” Koch said in the 
statement. 

“The savings this will 
produce will help us build 
reserves for other major em- 
ployee benefit obligations, 
help us weather the current 
downturn, and create flex- 
ibility in so many areas.” 

The mayor said the city’s 
current appropriation to the 
pension system is based on 
fully funding the outstand- 
ing obligations by 2037. 
The appropriation increas- 
es every year to meet that 
schedule, and additional in- 
creases occur when invested 
pension funds do meet at 
least a 7-percent return. 

“In essence,” the may- 
or’s office said in March, 
the proposed plan, “would 
exchange the risk factor re- 
lated to investment perfor- 
mance from the 7-percent 
threshold to a 3-percent 
threshold that’s likely to be 
the interest rate on the refi- 
nancing package.” 

Koch on March | had 
also introduced a home rule 
petition to add two new 
members of the city’s retire- 
ment board, the city’s di- 
rector of municipal finance 
or their designee as well as 
someone with experience in 
financial services or man- 


agement. Those members 
would only be allowed to 
participate in discussions 
concerning the board's in- 
vestments and they would 
have no say in the board’s 
other functions, such as ap- 
proving retirements. 

“It’s not a deal-breaker 
when it comes to the over- 
all plan, but I think it only 
makes sense for the board 
to have additional expertise 
in investment management 
based on the size of the 
commitment the City is pro- 
posing to make,” Koch said 
at the time. 

The home rule petition is 
currently pending before the 
City Council’s ordinance 
committee. As a home rule 
petition, it would require ap- 
proval from state lawmakers 
after local approval before it 
could be enacted. 

The outstanding pension 
liability is largely a prod- 
uct of policies dating back 
decades when municipal 
employees did not contrib- 
ute a substantial amount of 
their salaries toward their 
pensions, city officials said. 
Reforms in the 1990s and 
2000s changed that, and city 
employees working today 
are largely self-funding their 
pensions through weekly 
contributions.

¢ MBIA staff also pro- 
posed converting all Outer 
Express Bus Routes ($5.25 
per trip) to Inner Bus fares

July 1; 2021. Maintaining 
a separate fare for a small 
number of Outer Express 
Bus Routes has become un- 
necessarily complicated for 
riders and bus operators. 
Due to service changes as 
a result of the pandemic, 
the MBTA is currently op- 
erating only a single Outer 
Express route (352/354), 
which is most recently serv- 
ing about 100 Outer Express 
rides per day. The route also 
serves an Inner Express stop 
and requires a complicated 
procedure to avoid over- 
charging customers. 

As a result, if approved 
by the FMCB in May, the 
MBTA has proposed con- 
verting fares for Express

Occasionally, declarer may make a 
play that might arouse suspicion that 
he had peeked into one of his oppo- 
nents’ hands. While such things have 
been known to happen, the fact is that 
most such plays are based more on 
sound reasoning than on ill-gotten 
information. 

Consider this case where South was 
in three notrump and West led a heart. 
Declarer held up his ace on the first 
two hearts and won the third as East 
discarded a low spade. 


The outcome now depended on how 
South handled the club suit, from 
which he needed to score three tricks 
to make his contract. The obvious 
approach was to cross to dummy and 
try aclub finesse. If it won, 10 tricks 
would be there for the taking; if it 
lost, he would go down one. 

After careful consideration, declar- 
er plunked down the ace of clubs, 
caught West’s king and finished with 
an overtrick! 

Since the chance of West’s holding 
the king singleton with five cards 
outstanding is exceedingly small 
(less than 3%), while a finesse offers 
a roughly 50% chance of success, it 
might seem that South was either 
clairvoyant or had seen the king in 
West’s hand. However, declarer had 
a very sound reason for playing the 
clubs as he did. 

South’s primary concern was to try 
to develop the three club tricks he 
needed in the safest way possible. 
He could afford to lose a club trick in 
the process, so long as he did not lose 
it to West. A successful club finesse 
was therefore not really necessary to 
make three notrump, but it would be 
disastrous if West happened to hold 
the singleton king. 

There were thus two different 
chances to make the contract: if East 
had the king of clubs, or if West had 
the singleton king. The play of the ace 
catered to both possibilities.

Heart Attack vs. 
Stroke: Balancing 


The Risks 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Your 
recent article on statins/strokes 
piqued my interest since you 
mentioned that statins might 
cause hemorrhagic strokes. 
My husband had a hemor- 
rhagic stroke in 2014, cause 
unknown. The stroke caused 
aphasia and seizures. He was 
prescribed Crestor 10mg and 
then increased it to 20mg. His 
calcium score is very high. 

He also had an ischemic 
stroke in February 2019 and 
was prescribed aspirin and 40 
mg of atorvastatin. I am more 
concerned now as to whether 
he should be taking statins. His 
LDL is 63 and HDL is 47. Your 
comments on this would be ap- 
preciated. --F.D. 

ANSWER: Before I com- 
ment on your husband’s situa- 
tion, let me make a few of the 
terms clear. An _ intracranial 
hemorrhage is a bleed inside 
the brain. The resultant pressure 
inside the head can cause per- 
manent damage to nearby brain 
structures: a hemorrhagic stroke. 
Risk factors for a hemorrhagic 
stroke include anticoagulants -- 
aspirin has a very small risk, but 
other agents, especially warfarin 
(Coumadin) and to a lesser ex- 
tent, newer agents such as dabi- 
gatran (Pradaxa), have a more 
significant risk. 

Poorly controlled high blood 
pressure is a risk, as is consump- 
tion of large amounts of alcohol. 
Some people have no identifi- 
able risk. 

‘Your husband’s case is a 
situation that requires clinical 
judgment and more knowledge 
than I possess to give fhe most 
informed answer. However, for 
most people, the risk of an isch- 
emic stroke and of a heart attack 
is significantly higher than the 
risk of hemorrhagic stroke.

stroke is well-studied and mod- 
erate in magnitude. 

By contrast, the increase in 
hemorrhagic stroke risk, if any, 
is likely to be small. The balance 
of risks would be in favor of 
treating. His high calcium score 
indicates a higher risk for heart 
attack, making a statin more im- 
portant for him. If he had a risk 
factor for his previous hemor- 
rhagic stroke that can be modi- 
fied, then I would be more confi- 
dent of the net benefit of a statin.

DEAR DR. ROACH: What 
is the safest and most effective 
way to clean wax from ears? 
I have worn hearing aids for 
roughly 40 years, but with a 
new set of high-tech hearing 

aids, ear wax has become a 
problem. How can I best re- 
move it without using a sharp 
tool to dig it out? -- M.L.W. 

ANSWER: Most people do 
NOT need to do anything about 
ear wax, and many traditional 
home remedies are unsafe. The 
old advice to never put anything 
smaller than your elbow in your 
ear is a good one for most peo- 
ple. Candling is unsafe and inef- 
fective. Anything sharp is very 
dangerous. 

For someone with recurrent 
ear wax, especially with a hear- 
ing aid, one approach is to use 
a cotton ball dipped in mineral 
oil and place in the external ear 
canal for 10-20 minutes once a 
week. This can be followed by 
a gentle rinse with warm water 
using a rubber bulb syringe. The 
cotton ball treatment can be used 
to prevent symptoms as well as 
to treat mild cases. 

Another option is the use of 
an ear wax removing agent, such 
as carbamide peroxide. These 
can be irritating and should not 
be used routinely -- only for 
symptoms. 

If you don’t get relief after 
a few days of home treatment, 
you'll need to have your clini- 
cian look into your ears.

These photos were taken April 8 - nearly two 
weeks after demolition commenced on March 29. The razing is expected to continue into June as communications equipment from the roof of the west wing is relocated (vis- 
ible in these photos). So far the east wing and the atrium have been essentially knocked to the ground. In all, some 400,000 square-feet of structure is being razed. The historic 
administration building with its iconic gold-leaf cupola will not be torn down. A portion of that building and the cupola are also visible in these photos. Steward Health Care 
closed the hospital in 2014, 124 years after it first opened its doors, though the emergency department on site remained open until late last year. FoxRock Properties acquired 
the 15-acre Whitwell Street property in 2016 for $12 million and is planning to construct seven buildings with 465 apartments on site. Another photo appears on Page 35.
